DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 1 1/24/2003 and the information disclosure statement 
filed on 10/27/2003 have been entered. Claims 1-4, 8-10, 12 and 13 have been 
canceled. Claims 5, 6-7, 11, and 14 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 6-7, 1 1 , and 14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art discloses a laser scanning system. However, the prior art fail to 
disclose a specific laser scanning system comprising the combination of: 

a photodetector; 

a scan data signal processor; 

wherein each signal processing path includes circuitry for processing; 
wherein each signal processing path has different operational characteristics; 
wherein each signal processing path includes a peak detector; 
wherein at least one threshold level for one processing path is different from the 
threshold level for another processing path; 

wherein at least one threshold level is a dynamic threshold; and 

having the functions and characteristics as recited in claim 5. 

The prior art also fails to disclose the limitations of claims 6, 7, 1 1 , and 14.
